Young  Ladies  wishing  to  enter  this  Department  without  having  studied 
Latin,  and  who  desire  to  give  especial  attention  to  Music  and  Painting, 
will  be  allowed  to  substitute  French  for  Latin  in  the  Junior  year.  In  the 
department  of  Music,  as  well  as  that  of  Drawing  and  Painting,  it  is  in- 
tended to  furnish,  by  the  employment  of  eminent  instructors,  facilities 
not  to  be  surpassed  in  the  cultivation  of  those  arts- 
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The  students  in  this  Department  enjoy  the  benefit  of  instruction  and  lec- 
tures from  the  President  and  Professors,  and  have  access  to  the  College 
Library  and  Cabinets. 

A  large  and  commodious  edifice  has  recently  been  erected  for  this  Depart- 
ment, containing,  in  addition  to  public  rooms,  accommodations  for  eighty 
young  lady  boarders.  The  room  occupied  by  the  students  are  carpeted,  and 
fully  and  neatly  furnished.  The  price  for  board,  rooms,  furniture,  fuel  and 
lights,  is  at  the  lowest  terms  per  week.  Washing  extra.  All  young  ladies 
from  abroad  are  required  to  board  in  the  Seminary,  where  they  are  under  the 
special  supervision  of  the  Principal.  They  are  expected  to  furnish  their  own 
towels,  napkins  and  napkin  rings,  (also  a  silver  fork  if  they  wish  one,)  one 
pair  of  sheets,  pillow-cases,  (19x29  inches,)  and  one  blanket.  Each  of  these, 
and  all  articles  of  clothing,  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name. 


Comprises  two  departments — English  and  Classical.  The  former  embraces  a 
full  Academic  course  of  English  studies,  and  affords  special  advantages  to 
students  who  intend  to  become  teachers.  The  latter  is  a  preparatory  depart- 
ment, devoted  to  the  thorough  preparation  of  students  for  the  College  and  the 
Young  Ladies'  Seminary.  The  course  of  study  for  young  gentlemen  extends 
through  two  years;  that  for  young  ladies  one  year.  In  order  to  enter  this 
Department,  students  must  pass  an  examination  in  the  elementary  branches 
of  a  good  English  education. 

All  the  young  men  in  this  Department  are  thoroughly  drilled  every  week  in 
the  rudiments  of  Elocution,  and  declaim  or  read  original  essays  before  the 
school  once  in  three  weeks.  The  students  to  some  extent  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
the  instructions  of  the  College  professors,  in  branches  pertaining  to  their 
several  departments. 

It  is  very  much  desired  that  young  ladies  from  abroad,  attending  t:-is  De- 
partment, should  board  in  the  Seminary  building,  and  be  under  the  supervision 
of  its  Principal.

The  College  Library  contains  more  than  3,000  well  selected  volumes.  The 
two  College  Societies — the  Adelphi  and  the  Gn  -thautii — possess  libraries  of 
over  1,000  each,  making  in  all  over  5,000  volumes.  These  libraries  are  ac- 
cessible to  all  students,  both  in  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory  Departments.

The  grounds,  in  the  midst  of  which  the  College  edifices  stand,  embrace  about 
seventeen  acres.  Directly  in  front  of  ihcse  grounds,  also,  and  between  the 
main  College  edifice  and  the  Seminary  building,  lies  the  College  Park  of 
about  nine  acres,  making  in  all  twenty-six  acres.  These  grounds  will  bo  laid 
out,  in  the  modern  English  method,  with  trees  and  shrubs,  singly  and  in 
groups,  with  graveled  walks,  and  plats  cevotcd  to  flowering  plants  and  vines, 
cultivated  by  the  hands  of  the  students  during  the  hours  of  relaxation  and 
recreation.  Already  nearly  three  thousand  young  and  vigorous  trees  have 
been  set  out,  which  begin  to  afford  a  refreshing  shade,  to  beautify  and  em- 
bellish the  Institution.  It  is  the  design  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Faculty  to 
render  these  grounds  increasingly  attractive  from  year  to  year.

Students  of  all  departments  are  required  to  attend  religious  worship  twice 
on  the  Sabbath.     The  afternoon  service  is  held  in  the  College  Chapel. 

Prayers  are  also  attended  in  the  College  Chapel  twice  each  day,  with  read- 
ing of  the  Scriptures  and  Singing.  A  prayer  meeting  also  is  held  on  Friday 
evening,  at  which  the  Students  are  invited  to  attend. 
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The  society  of  Religious  Inquiry  holds  its  monthly  meetings,  when  reports 
are  read  on  the  condition  of  Christian  Missions  in  various  part>  of  the  world, 
and  questions  of  religious  interest  are  discussed. 

Examinations  of  all  the  classes  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term.  The 
annual  public  examination  in  the  Collegiate  and  h;  the  Female  Collegiate 
Department  occupies  the  week  preceding  Commencement.

Good  board  can  be  obtained  in  private  families,  varying  with  the  prices  of 
provisions. 
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The  tuition  dues  having  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  consistent  amount  must 
be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  No  person  will  be  received  until  he  presents 
the  Treasurer's  receipt ;  nor  will  any  pupil  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Institution 
without  permission,  until  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

Applications  for  board  can  be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College.  Fam- 
lies  willing  to  receive  students  are  requested  to  make  known  the  same  at  the 
Treasurer's  office.  No  name  will  be  received  on  his  list  except  those  who  will 
agree  promptly  to  inform  the  Faculty  of  every  known  violation  of  the  College 
Laws  by  students  boarding  in  their  houses. 

By  the  purchase  of  Scholarship,  tuition  may  be  reduced  25  per  cent.  In 
certain  cases  of  indigent,  though  promising  Students,  the  tuition  may  be  re- 
mitted entirely,  on  recommendation  of  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  have  the  Christian  Ministry  in  view,  may  receive  aid  from 
Education  Societies  if  their  circumstances  require  it?  to  the  amount  of  from 
one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  a  year,  on  application  to  the 
President.

The  portion  of  the  year  allotted  to  vacations  is  so  great  as  to  render  it  un- 
necessary for  students  to  visit  their  friends  during  the  Term,  except  for  urgent 
and  unforeseen  reasons.  The  absence  ol  a  student  in  terr^  time  even  for 
a  few  days,  occasions  him  a  much  greater  injury  than  is  commonly  supposed.
